Among the numerous collectors of cu- 
riosities of every kind who abound in 
Paris there is one wealthy virtuose who 
amuses himself by collecting deaths’ 
heads and skeletons fantastically carved 
or modeled in marble, earthenware, 
wood or precious stones. These he has 
gathered together in a kind of museum 
of death, which at first sight seems 
hideous and “macabre,” but, on closer 
inspeetion, proves hi hly interesting.
